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EXPORT  TRADE  BY  COUNTRY 


The  Bureau  of  the  Census,  Department  of  Commerce,  announced 
today  that  the  slight  increase  in  United  States  exports  of  do- 
mestic and  foreign  merchandise  from  $1,561.8  million  in  January 
to  $1,576.1  in  February  reflected  changes  in  the  dollar  value 
of  exports  to  all  areas  from  January  to  February  as  follows: 
Canada,  from  $290.0  to  $302.0  million;  dependencies  of 
Western  Europe,  from  $54.9  to  $56.4  mill  ion;  Western  Europe, 
from  $542.7  to  $528.6  million;  Latin  American  Republics, 
from  §276.9  to  $276.8  million  and  "all  other  countries,"  from 
$397.2  to  $412.3  million.  These  figures  include  data  on  exports 
of  Special  Category  commodities  which  rose  from  $123.7  to 
$134.6  million. 

With  Special  Category  commodities  excluded,  exports  of 
domestic  and  foreign  merchandise  during  February  were  valued  at 
$1,441.5  million  as  compared  to  the  January  total  of  $1,438.1 
mill  ion.  The  Bureau  also  stated  that  decreases  were  reported 

in  exports  to  the  O.E.E.C.  countries,  from  $480.9  to  $446.8   

million  and  the  Latin  American  Republics,  from  $270.1  to  $268.7 
million.  However,  exports  to  sterling  area  countries  rose 
from  $243.4  to  $258.5  million.  Increases  were  reported  in 
exports  to  all  continents  except  Europe  and  South  America. 

From  January  to  February,  exports  to  Asia  ros/6  from  $281.4 
to  $295.3  million.  This  increase  was  largely  the  result  of  gains 
in  exports  to  India,  from  $34.7  to  $44.3  million; .Israel,  from 
$6.9  to  $12.1  million,  and  Pakistan,  from  $12.6  to  $16.9  million, 
which  were  partly  offset  by  declines  in  exports  tdj  Iran  (Persia), 
from  $12.1  to  $8.4  million  and  the  Republic  of  Korfea/fram  $16.5--

COVERAGE:     Export  statistics  include  government  as~well  as 
non-government  shipments  to  foreign  countries.     The  export  3ta-  '' 
tistics,   therefore,   include  Mutual  Security  Program  military 
aid,  Mutual  Security  Program  economic   aid,   and  Department  of 
the  Army  Civilian  Supply  shipments .     Separate  figures  for  Mutu- 
al Security  Program  military  aid  are  shown  in  the  footnotes  of 
this  report.     Shipments  to  United  States  armed  forces  and  dip- 
lomatic missions  abroad  for  their  own  use  are  excluded  from  ex- 
port statistics.

COUNTRY  DEFINITION:      Although  the  country  of  destination 
is  defined  as   the  country  of  ultimate  destination  or  the  coun- 
try where  the  goods  are  to  be  consumed,   or  further  processed  or 
manufactured,   the  statistics  do  not  always  reflect  this  defini- 
tion, as  the  shipper  may  not  know  the  ultimate  destination  of 
the  shipment.      In  such  cases,   the  shipments  are  credited  to  the 
last  country,   as  known  to  the  exporter  at  The  time  of  shipment 
from  the  United  States,   to  which  the  goods  are  to  be  shipped  in 
their  present  form.     It  follows,   therefore,   that  the  statistics 
will  tend  to  be  overcounted  for  shipments  to  transshipment  or 
merchanting  countries  and  undercounted  for  other  countries .     As 
explained  in  the  footnotes  to  the  table,  exports  of  Special 
Category  commodities  are  not  included  in  any  of  the  published 
country  totals,   for  reasons  of  security. 

VALUATION:     The  valuation  definition  used  in  the  export 
statistics   Is   the  value  at  the  seaport,  border  point,   or  air- 


to  $12.9  million.     The  advance  in  exports  to  North  America  frcm 
$416.5  to  $427.6  million  was  due  chiefly  to  a  rise  in  exports 
to  Canada,  from  $283.0  to  $295.4  minion. 

Exports  to  Africa  rose  from  $52.5  to  $57.8  million  owing 
chiefly  to  a  sizable  increase  in  exports  to  the  Union  of  South 
Africa,  from  $16.7  to  $23.3  million.  Exports  to  Australia  and 
Oceania  climbed  from  $29.8  to  $32.1  million  as  a  noticeable 
increase  in  exports  to  Australia,  from  $19.9  to  $26.5  million, 
was  partially  offset  by  a  drop  in  exports  to  New  Zealand,  frcm 
$8.9  to  $4.2  million. 

During  the  period,  exports  to  Europe  fell  from  $498.5  to 
$470.1  million  as  declines  were  reported  in  exports  to  indi- 
vidual countries  of  this  continent  as  follows:     West  Germany, 
frcm  $97.1  to  $84.2  million;   Belgium  and  Luxembourg,  frcm  $42.8 
to  $30.5  Billion;   France,  from  $50.3  to  $41.3  million;   United 
Kingdom,  from  $100.7  to  $94.7  million;    and  Denmark,   from  $12.9 
to  $7.9  million.     However,   these  decreases  were  partly  offset 
by  increases  in  export  to  Turkey  and  Italy,  frcm  $9.1  to  $18.5 
million  and  frcm  $44.4  to  $50.3  minion,  respectively. 

Although .total  exports  to  South  America  were  at  approxi- 
mately the  same  level  in  February  as  in  January,   $158.6  to 
"$159.5  million!  a  sizable  decrease  was  reported  in  exports  to 
Brazil,  from  $47.6  to  $19.8  million  which  was  offset  by 
small  increases  in  exports  to  other  individual  countries  of 
this  continent.

It  is  based  on  the  selling  price   (or  cost 
if.Bot  sold)   and  includes  inland  freight,   insurance,   and  other

Effective  with  the  sta- 
tistics for  January  1960,   the  previous  sample  ratio  of  10  per- 
cent has  been  increased  to  a  50  percent  sample  for  countries 
other  than  Canada  with  the  10  percent  sample  being  retained  for 
Canada.     The     stimated  values  are  distributed  among  the  area, 
continent  and  country  totals.     For  the  1960  export  figures  in 
this  report,   the  probable  variability  due  to  sampling  is  less 
than  $50,000  or  less   than  one  percent.     For  the  1959  figures, 
the  probable  variability  due  to  sampling  is  less  than  $50,000 
or  less  than  two  percent  of  the  individual  totals  showns.     The 
largest  variation  from  rounding  of  figures  is  $50,000.     For 
further  information  regarding  sampling  procedures,  see  the 
September  1953,  February  1954,  January  and  June  1956,   and  the 
October-December  1959  issues  of  Foreign  Trade  Statistics  Notes.

The  Bureau  of  the  Census  is  considering  discontinuing  the  presen- 
tation of  summarized  totals  for  "Dependencies  of  Western  Europe"  as 
currently  shown  at  the  beginning  of  the  tables  of  Summary  Reports  FT  950-E, 
Export  Trade  by  Country,  and  FT  950-1,  Import  Trade  by  Country.     It  has 
been  found  that  frequent  changes  in  the  political  status  of  the  "dependence '  s" 
in  the  past  have  made  the  maintenance  of  a  time  series  of  data  on  them 
difficult.     This  proposed  change  will  not  affect  the  presentation  of  separate 
data  for  the  individual  countries  as  shown  elsewhere  in  the  tables  of  these 
reports . 

Users  of  the  statistics  are  invited  to  express  their  opinions 
regarding  this  proposal  to  discontinue  the  presentation  of  the  summarized 
totals  for  dependencies  of  Western  Europe  in  the  above-mentioned  reports 
by  writing  to  the  Foreign  Trade  Division,  Bureau  of  the  Census,   Washington 
25,  D.  C.  ,  not  later  than  June  30,    I960.
